I. ''jpHAT towards railing the Supply granted to His Majefty, the fain of One 
million five hundred thoufand Pounds Britifb currency be raifed by 
Annuities, for the fervice of Ireland. 

II. Refohed , That every Contributor to the faid fam of one million five hundred 
thoufand pounds (hall for everyone hundred pounds contributed and paid, be entitled 
to the principal fam of £.160. \^s. 10 d. in Annuities, after the rate of £. 3. per 
.centum, to commence from the 5th day of January 1807, and to be added to, and 
made one joint flock with the £ . 3. per centum Annuities, confolidated by the Afts 
of the 25th, 28th, 29th, 32d, and 33d years of the reign of his late Majefty King 
George the Second, and by feveral fabfequent Adis, and to be payable and transferable 
at the Bank of England at the fame time, and in the fame manner, and fubjed to 
the like redemption as the faid £. 3. per centum Confolidated Annuities : 

That the faid Annuities fo to be payable as aforefaid fhall be charged and charge- 
able upon, and payable out of, the Confolidated Fund of Great Britain, or any other 
Duties and Revenues \yhich (hall be appropriated for that purpofe by any Ad or 
Adts of this prefent Seflion of Parliament : 

That every Contributor who {hall, on the 26th day of this inftant March, make a 
depofit of £.

That every Contributor who fhall pay in the whole of his or her contribution 
money towards the faid fam of one million five hundred thoufand pounds, at any 
time on or before the 19th day of November 1807, fhall be allowed an intereft, by 
way of difcount, after the rate of £ . 5. per centum per annum on the fams fo advanced 
for completing his or her contribution refpedively, to be computed from the day of 
completing the fame to the 2d day of January 1808 :
